ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, July 
18—Emperor Haile Selassie, in ad- 
dressing his soldiers and Parlia- 
ment today, called on all Ethiopians 
to follow him into battle, declaring 
it was better to die free than to live 
without liberty. 

The King of Kings and Lion of 
Judah said the military prepara- 
ons by Italy now going forward 
roved the intentions of that coun- 
to conquer Ethiopia. 

He called on all of his subjects 
to unite and co-operate for the de- 
fense of the country, saying he 
would lead the troops into war. He 
appealed to all not to fear death. 

“Our ancestors,” he shouted, “pre- 
served their independence by sac- 
rificing their lives. Follow their 
example! 

“God will be our fortress ana 
eld and the modern armament 
of aggressors cannot deter our duty 
which is sacred for Ethiopian in- 
dependence.”

COURT UPHOLDS GUILDERS 
CLAUSE IN RAILROAD BONDS 


Federal District Judge Decides Cotton Belt 
Must Pay Foreign Holder in Coin Nomin- 
ated in the Obligation or Its Equivalent. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 18.—The St. 
Louis Southwestern (Cotton Belt) 
railroad must pay a European hold- 


er of its bonds in Dutch gold guild- 
ers, or their equivalent in United 
States currency, “ederal Judge 
John C. Knox ruled today. 

Judgment was given against the 
railroad for $16,383, to be paid off 
at the rates of $39.63 for each $25 
coupon due Jan. 1, 1934; $42.23 for 
each $25 coupon payable July 1, 
1934; and $42.26 for each $25 cou- 
pon due Jan. 1, last.. This repre- 
sents the market value of the guild- 
ers at the various times. 

The bondholder was Anglo-Con- 
tinentale Treuhand A. G., a bank 
in the European principality of 
Liechtenstein. Of several foreign 
coins in which the interest obliga- 
tion was payable, under the terms 
of the bonds, the holders chose to 
insist on payment in Dutch guild- 
ers. Currency of the Netherlands 
is still on the gold basis, and its 
value, in American dollars, was in- 
creased 58 to 68 per cent by the de- 
valuation of the dollar. 

The railroad company contended 


that payment of the face of the 
obligation in United States curren- 
cy was sufficient, under the ruling 
of the Supreme Court upholding the 
congressional act suspending the 
gold clause. It pleaded that the 
plaintiff, Anglo-Continentale Treu- 
hand, had acquired the bonds since 
the suspension act was passed by 
Congress in 1933 and that the bonds 


‘were never offered abroad, but were 


sold in this country. 

Wall street circles expressed the 
belief that dollar devaluation was 
“coming home to roost,” in com- 
menting on Judge Knox’s decision. 

The case had an important bear- 
ing on the question whether pay- 
ments on American bonds held 
abroad shall be made in dollars or 
the gold equivalent of foreign cur- 
rencies, 

The suit against the railroad was 
filed March 1. At the time, the Eu- 
ropean concern said it had no in- 
tention of testing devaluation. 


Daniel Upthegrove, president of 
the Cotton Belt, said here today 
that the railroad company would 
appeal from the decision of Judge 
Knox. 


CATHOLIC PRIESTS TOLD 
TO TEACH NAZLISM 


End of Church’s Youth Move- 
ment in Germany Forecast 
After Goering’s Order.

BERLIN, July 18.—Gen. Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering, commander of 
Germany's secret police, issued an 
order to criminal prosecution au- 
thorities today to enforce strictly 
the existing decrees against “po- 
litical Catholicism.” 

Goering said this Catholicism 
“must be overcome by positive Na- 
tional Socialism.” 

His statement foreshadowing the 
end of all Catholic youth organiza- 
tions, stressed the important 
task which the Hitler youth move- 
ment faces in the present clash be- 
tween the philosophies of life. 

Today's decree said: “The minis- 
ter emphatically demands that all 
authorities promote the Hitler 
youth organization.” It continued 
with a claim that Goering, now as 
before, rejects the idea of a cul- 
tural fight against the Roman Cath- 
olic Church but said, “all means will 
be invoked against those Catholic 
priests who misuse their religious 
authority.” 

The order follows shortly after a 
bitter protest by the Catholic 
church against the sterilization law, 
the restriction of Catholic youth 
organizations, and the use of Rosen- 
berg’s paganistic book, “The Mys- 
tery of the Twentieth Century,” as 
often causing a violation of the con- 
cordat with the Vatican. 

Catholic priests who are relfgious 
teachers will be tolerated in the 
future, under the terms of the or- 
der, only if they change into Nazi 
propagandists. 

“It must be demanded,” said the 
decree, “that Catholic priests re- 
frain from expressing a negative at- 
titude toward National Socialism 
but express their unlimited support 
of Nazi ideas.” 

At another point, the decree stat- 
ed :“If the Catholic movements do 
not fundamentally change their at- 
titude, they will be regarded as 
political organizations and will be 
forbidden.”

CHINESE WED IN U.S. 
SAID TO HAVE 3 WIVES 


Son of President of China De- 
nies Shanghai Report He 
Has Two Others There.

SHANGHAI, July 18.—Intense in- 
terest was aroused today by news 
James Lin, adopted son of Lin Sen, 
president of the Chinese Republic, 
had married Miss Viola Brown in 
Columbus, O. According to Lin’s 
brother-in-law, Chen Hsiang-yuan, 
the bridegroom already has had two 
wives in China. 

COLUMBUS, O., July 18.—Shang- 
hai dispatches telling of two wives 
of K. M. James Lin, son of the 
President of China, who married 
Miss Viola Brown, clerk in a local 
five-and-ten cent store last Sunday, 
left the bride's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis Brown, unperturbed to- 
day. 

Lin accused political enemies of 
circulating the report to injure him 
and his father. He said the Shang- 
hai cable was not autheritic. 

Lin and his bride were found in 
a university lodging house where 
the bridegroom is suffering from a 
cold, 

“I am very happy and wish peo- 
ple would let me alone,” said Mrs. 
Lin. 

Lin said that he had had “ro- 
mances” in China, but declared em- 
phatically “there's nothing to” the 
marriage report. 


NINE COAL MINERS KILLED 
IN KENTUCKY EXPLOSION 


Bodies Recovered at Van Lear: Gas 
Is Believed to Have Caused 
Deaths. 

By the Associated Press. 

VAN LEAR, Ky., July 18.—Bodies 
of the nine men entombed by a coal 
mine explosion here yesterday were 
found by rescue workers today. 
Seven of the bodies were carried to 
the surface, one by one, in mine 
railway cars as police and mine of- 
ficials held back an assembled 
crowd. : 

John F. Daniel of Lexington, 
chief of the State Department of 
Mines and Minerals, said he thought 


that all nine had been killed in- 
stantly by gas. 
Some of the men had  0been 


crushed by falling slate and coal. 
Frank Price, chief clerk of the 
Consolidation Coal Co., whose mine 
No. 5 was the scene of the disaster, 
said the bodies recovered were 
those of William Kretzler, assistant 
foreman; Charles Kretzler, Virgil 
Clay, James E. Vaughan, Derwood 
Litz, Sherley Hereford , Roy Mur- 
ray, John Gool and Frank Tuzy. 


MEDICAL JOURNAL LINKS LONG 
LIFE WITH PEACE OF MIND 


Says Equanimity, Contentment and 
Optimism Might Increase Ex- 
pectancy to 105 Years. 

By the Asscciated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 18.—By cultiva- 
tion of proper mental attitudes, 
man’s life expectancy may increase 
to 105 years, the journal of the 
American Medical Association said 
today. 

The average life of an animal is 
five times the number of years re- 
quired for full skeletal development, 
the journal said, and since 21 years 
is required for that growth in man, 
105 years might be set as the ap- 
proximate normal human limit. The 
journal recommended cultivation of 
equanimity, contentment and optim- 
ism. 

At present, only 33 of every 100,- 
000 persons can expect to live to be 
100 years old, the journal said.

BUYS ONGE NOTED 
MINES IN NEVADA 


Acquires Comstock Lode 
Properties in Virginia 
City, Which Made For- 


tunes in ’70s. 


SENATOR PITTMAN 
EMPLOYED IN DEAL 


New Owners Expect to 
Seek Silver in Shafts 
Which Formerly Pro- 
duced Gold Also. 


By the Associated Press. 

RENO, Nev., July 18.—The pur- 
chase of a controlling interest in 
the Consolidated Virginia Mining 
Co, at Virginia City, Nev., by John 
J. Raskob and his New York asso- 
ciates, and the purchase by the 
company of three adjoining prop- 
erties, would place the heart of the 
historic Comstock lode in the hands 
of the Eastern capitalists, mining 
men here said today. The proper- 
ties have produced both gold and 
silver, but the present deal appar- 
ently iooks to the production of 
silver. 

Senator Key Pittman of Nevada 
has been named a member of the 
board of directors in the new com- 
pany. The board includes Robert 
P. Raskob and John J. Raskob Jr., 
sons of the financier; Acquin Fee- 
ney, Zeb Kendall, A. L. Kendall, W. 
J. Henley and Pittman. Zeb Ken- 
dall is president, W. J. Henley, sec- 
retary and Robert Raskob treasurer 
of the new company. 

Announcement that Raskob had 
acquired 2,103,623 shares in the 
company, which will be capitalized 
at $5,000,000, was made by Zeb Ken- 
dall, its president, yesterday. Shares 
will have a par value of $1. Ken- 
dall announced that the Consoli- 
dated Virginia would acquire prop- 
erties of the Ophir, Andes and Mex- 
ican gold and silver mining com- 
panies, all old producers in the once 
productive district. 

The company is preparing to ex- 
pend $400,000 in development work 
and the erection of a milling plant, 
Kendall said. 

The Consolidated Virginia prop- 
erty was the famous “big bonanza” 
discovered in 1873 and operated by 
John W. Mackay, James G. Fair, 
James C. Flood and William S&S. 
O’Brien. The Mexican was discov- 
ered in 1874 and the Ophir in 1859. 
The Andes property is another of 
the famous mines of Virginia City’s 
boom days. 

The total production of the Com- 
stock Lode has been variously esti- 
mated at from $450,000,000 to $700,- 
000,000, but accurate figures have 
never been compiled. 

The Consolidated Virginia was 
at one time one of the greatest 
producers of silver and gold in the 
world, but its production for the 
last 20 years has been very small. 
Un to 1911, the production of the 
Consolidated Virginia alone was es- 
timated at $113,471,000, while the 
Ophir was credited at the same 
time with $15,314,000. Accurate fig- 
ures on the other two mining com- 
panies involved in the new trans- 
action are not available. 

The Consolidated Virginia shaft 
is 2300 feet deep with many miles 
of drifts and underground work- 
ings. Engineers assert that there 
is a vast quantity of low-grade ore 
on the upper levels which can be 
mined profitably at present prices 
of silver employing modern meth- 
ods in mining and milling. 

Unconfirmed reports are to the 
effect that Bernard M. Baruch is 
associated with Raskob in the min- 
ing venture. 


Pittman Employed to Organize 
Merger, He Says. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—Sena- 


tor Pittman of Nevada today de- 
nied a published repert that he was 
a member of a synPicate, along 
with John J. Raskob, which was 
buying a $5,000,000 interest in the 
Comstock Silver Lode in Nevada. 

The Senator, credited with being 
the “father” of the administration’s 
silver policy, said he had been em- 
ployed by Raskob and stockholders 
of five silver companies to organize 
a merger of the properties, but that 
he was not personally interested, 
financially, in the project. 

“There have been a number of 
insinuations, some baseless and 
some even libelous, to the effect 
that I was advocating a_ restora- 
tion of silver because of my. per- 
sonal interest in the matter,” he 
said. 

“IT sold out all silver interests I 
had in 1925 and have not acquired 
any interests since. While I with- 
drew from the active practice of 
law in 1915 and maintain no office, 
on occasion when my friends think 
it is a phase of law that I am par- 
ticularly familiar with I have yield- 
ed.” 

Pittman said he had been en- 
gaged as an attorney by both sides 
in the negotiations. 


PROGESSING TAX 
TOBE COLLECTED, 
CUMMINGS SAYS 


Declares Boston Ruling 
.Holding It Void Applies 
Only io Particular Case 
Decided. 


AWAITS APPEAL 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Cites ‘‘Ancient Statute” 
Generally Adhered to, 
Barring Enjoining of Col- 
lection of Levies.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings, at a press 


conference today, insisted in a brief 
statement that the Government 
would try to collect processing 
taxes in all jurisdictions, pending 
an appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court of the Hoosac Mills 
decision by the First Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Boston, holding the 
AAA taxes unconstitutional. 
Cummings declared that the Hoo- 
sac decision did “not prevent col- 
lection of processing taxes except 
in that particular case. “He said 
that “a statute of long standing 
provides that no injunction shall 
be granted to restrain the collec- 
tion of any tax” and that this stat- 
ute had “heretofore” been adhered 
to “except in the most extraordin- 
ary and exceptional circumstances.” 
Asked whether the decision would 
not be binding on all the Federal 
District Courts of the First Cir- 
cuit, Cummings stated that it would 
rest with each court in each case 
to decide whether it would adhere 


or depart from “the ancient stat- 


ute.” When it was pointed out that 
the first Circuit Court itself and “a 
large number” of District Courts 
had departed from the statute, 
Cummings observed that perhaps 
several had granted injunction 
writs restraining the collection of 
the processing taxes. 
Up to Individual Judges. 

The Attorney-General was elusive 
when asked whether, as a matter 
of practical law, a processor could 
not cite the First Cirey't Court’s 
decision in asking for an injunc- 
tion. He said that if the court be- 
lieved that the case presented was 
in harmony with the Hoosac case, 
a restraining order against the 
Collector of Internal Revenue 
might be obtained. He. insisted, 
however, that the ju€ge would have 
to decide each case on its own 
merits. 

This observation, of course, was 
in line with general legal rules, but 
when it was pointed out that the 
court’s decision was in such com- 
prehensive terms that virtually all 
processing taxes would be held un- 
constitutional by the courts of the 
First Circuit, the Attorney-General 
said it was up to the judges to 
make their own decisions. 

A repovter pointed out that if the 
courts of the First Circuit should 
generally hold the processing taxes 
unconstitutional and issue restrain- 
ing orders against their collection, 
this would give an advantage to 
New Engjand textile mills against 
the Southérn mills, where the courts 
might hold the taxes constitutional. 
Cummings observed that this was 
the case with all laws and jurisdic- 
tions. 

Won’t Discuss Pending Bills. 

The Attorney-General refused to 
comment on the proposition that 
the pending AAA amendments in 
Congress, if enacted, would render 
“moot” the questions raised by the 
present processing taxes. The  Su- 
preme Court can hold an issue 
“moot,” when subsequent legisla- 
tion has changed the law under 
which the original suits were 
brought. The Attorney-General said 
it would be improper for him to 
discuss the legal effect of pending 
legislation. 

The Attorney-General 
clined to discuss for publication 
why he appeared before Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
yesterday to give his legal opinion 
on the Administration’s proposal to 
outlaw gold clause suits yet did not 
give the Hill Subcommittee of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
his views regarding the validity of 
the Guffey coal bili, also an ad- 
ministration measure. 

Asked whether he had found any 
precedents for the resolution of 
Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, call- 
ing on him for a written opinion as 
to the constitutionality of the Guf- 
fey bill, Curamings said that he had 
looked into the question but would 
not tell what he had found cr what 
he expected to do should the reso- 
lution be adopted.

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LOUIE ALTERIE, 
GANGSTER, KILLED 
N CHICAGO STREET 


Former Associate of Dion 
O’Banion Shot to Death 
From Room Across Way 
From His Hotel.

CHICAGO, July 18.—Louie (“Two- 
Gun”) Alterie, Chicago gangster 
who survived some of the city’s 
worst bootlegging feuds, was shot 
as he left his hotel today and died 
an hour later. He was hit by nine 
slugs. 

Capt. Daniel Gilbert, in charge of 
the State’s Attorney’s investigating 
force, said “there was no doubt” Al- 
terie had been sho: because of his 
connection with a labor union. 

Police said Alterie was president 
of the Theater and Motion Picture 
Building Janitors’ Union, Local 25, 
and maintained offices downtown. 
He kept this office even when oper- 
ating a “dude” ranch near Jarr | 
Canon, Colo. 

Alterie, who had been in “retire- 
ment” for six years, came back to 
Chicago after Colorado had ban- 
ished him. He was convicted there 
of assault with intent to murder 
and received a suspended sentence 
and an order to leave the State. 

Alterie was killed with a shotgun. 
The shots missed Alterie’s woman 
companion, identified -by police as 
his wife, Irma, 35 years old. 

Alterie was ambushed in tradi- 
tional gangland style. His hotel, 
the Eastwood Towers, was at 926 
Eastwood avenue, on the. city’s 
North Side. Across the street, at 
927 Eastwood avenue, the killers 
rented a first floor apartment com- 
manding a view of the door from 
which Alterie emerged. 

In the apartment police found 4 
repeating shotgun, an automatic 
rifle and three shotgun shells. The 
rifle had not been fired. A “dark 
stocky man” had rented the room 
eight days ago, sharing it, the man- 
ager said, with one other. “Both 
were quiet and well behaved,” said 
neighbors. 

Alterie’s two murderers left a 
green steamer trunk behind, and 
police set out to trace them through 
this and the weapons. 

“There were a thousand reasons 


why Alterie might have been 
killed,” Capt. Gilbert said. “His 
name has been ‘in the hat’ for 


years. He lived by ‘muscling in,’ 
for years and since he severed con- 
nections with the Moran gang after 
prohibition he had had his fingers 
in every pie.” 

Recalling an old connection be- 
tween the Janitors’ Union cf which 
Alterie was president and the Mov- 
ing Picture Operators’ Union, po- 
lice began investigating a theory 
that Alterie’s assassination might 


have grown out of inner strife in 
the latter organization.

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WOMAN TAKES DIVORCE FIGHT 
TO HIGHEST BRITISH TRIBUNAL 


Contends Decree Granted Former 
Alberta Official Is Void Because 
Hearing Was Secret.

LONDON, July 18.—The validity 
of a divorce decree granted in se- 
cret was challeneged before the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil, the British Empire's highest 
tribunal, today. | 

The case is that of O. L. McPher- 
son, former Minister of Public 
Works of Alberta, who divorced his 
wife four years ago, alleging adul- 
tery. Mrs. McPherson filed the ap- 
peal. 

The original suit was heard by 
Justice Tweedie in his chambers at 
Edmonton, Alta, in April, 1931. Mrs. 
McPherson first appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of Alberta, insisting 
the decree was null and void be- 
cause the suit was not heard in 
open court. The Supreme Court dis- 
missed her action. 

Wilfrid Greene, her attorney, 
asked the Judicial Committee today: 
withdraws 
himself from the proper public 
court appointed for the hearing of 
trials and places himself deliberate- 
ly in a place where the public will 
not find him, is he acting as a 
Judge at all?”

“against the rayon tax amendment, 
Smith declared he was fearful the 
Byrnes amendment would have “a 
disastrous effect on the export 
trade on cotton” due to the pres- 
ent exchange of commerce with 
Japan silk makers, and Scandi- 
navian makers of wood pulp, from 
which rayon is made. 

Upsets: Previous Approval. 

The Senate by a vote of 44 to 41, 
yesterday upset its previous 40 to 
38 approval of the price-fixing pro- 
vision which would have permitted 
the Secretary of Agriculture, with 
the approval of half of the handlers 
of any commodity, to fix the resale 
price. 

After the reversal vote Chester 
C. Davis, AAA administrator, said: 
“The Senate undoubtedly has over- 
estimated the importance of those 
price-fixing provisions. They are 
not an essential feature of the 
amendments by any means.” 

Action on the amendment came 
shortly after word was received 
from President Roosevelt that he 
believed it wise to proceed with the 
amendments regardless of the ad-

The Senate deferred action on 


the outlawing of suits in an at- 
tempt to work out a compromise. 


Senators Borah; Norris of Ne- 
braska and Smith of South Carolina 
sought to work out a compromise 
under which processors who had 
not passed on the tax to the con- 
sumers or others would be permit- 
ted to bring recovery suits. 
“Where there has been a wrong 
perpetrated, and property taken,” 
Borah asserted, “I do not believe 
you can deny a man the right to 
go into court. 


Says Small Firms Suffer. 
“It is true that some of the taxes 
have been passed on to the con- 
sumer by the large processing com- 
panies, but the small companies 


have been unable in many instances 
to do so and by reason of that have 
suffered. 

“Thus we have a bill benefiting 
the companies who can pass the tax 
on, but denying the small com- 
panies the right to recovery.” 

He declared denial of the “right 
to sue the sovereign” has “been em- 
bodied in the law over the objection 
of some of the ablest members of 
our court.” 

“It is my contention,” he declared, 
“that the right to sue should never 
be denied except in the rarest 
cases.” 

Borah attacked what he termed 
the “fiction” that “you can't sue 
the sovereign.” 


Robinson Interrupts. 
Senator Robinson, the Democrat- 
ic leader, interrupted to defend the 
administration proposal. 

“Why does the Senator refer to 


this fundamental principle as a fic- 
tion?” Robinson asked. “Does he 
not recognize that from the begin- 
ning of the Government that prin- 
ciple has been adhered to?” 

“It originated in the past with 
the theory that ‘the King can do no 
wrong,” Borah retorted. “En- 
gland never had any law support- 
ing it. It rests upon what I claim 
is a pure fiction that the King can 
do no wrong.

The complaint said that Columbia 
Gas & Electric had more than 75 
subsidiary and affiliated companies 
and that its issue of outstanding 
capital stock exceeded $500,000,000. 
Columbia Oil & Gasoline is dc- 
scribed as the principal affiliate.

H. J. KATTELMAN 


Fourth Action Involving 
Stock-Selling Company 
of Which St. Louisan Is 


Sole Owner. 


Legal complexities involving the 
H. J. Kattelman Co. since the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
filed suit against it as an insolvent 
bucket shop increased today with 
the filing in Federal Court of an 
involuntary bankruptcy petition 
against Harold J. Kattelman, sole 
owner of the telephone stock-sell- 
ing firm. : 

The bankruptcy petition was filed 
by three creditors who assert they 
paid Kattelman about $3000 and 
some stocks for securities which he 
“purported to sell to them.” It 
charges he is insolvent and that he 
committed an act of bankruptcy by 


making preferential payments to 
other general creditors during the 
last four months. The only pay- 
ment of this sort specified is al- 
leged to have been $3000 in cash 
and securities to William Biggs, as 
attorney and agent for a Mr. Wat- 
ters, 
Latest Claimants. 

The three petitioning creditors 
and the amounts they allege they 
paid Kattleman are: Harry W. Muel- 
ler, $800 and 225 shares of common 
stock in the Missouri National Life 
Insurance Co.; E. C. Noble, $1411.24; 
and Mrs. M. Dearing, $1180.53 and a 
bond valued at $547.50. The suit 
named Kattelman as “doing busi- 
ness as the H. J. Kattelman Co.” 

In a hearing of a receivership 
suit against the company before 
Circuit Judge Douglas today, a tem- 
porary order restraining Kattelman 
from disbursing any funds of the 
company was issued. Further hear- 
ing of the suit, brought by two cus- 
tomers, was delayed until Saturday 
when Kattelman’s attorney, Pat- 
rick H. Cullen, announced he was 
not ready to file an answer. 

Cullen protested against issuance 
of the restraining order, stating 
that the company’s affairs had al- 
ready received considerable public- 


ity and that such an order would 
result in more publicity. 


Another Suit Filed. 


Another snarl was added to the 
legal tangle in which the company 
has become involved by the filing 
of a second receivership suit yes- 
terday in Circuit Court at Clayton. 
While the company has its office, 
and battery of telephones. in the 
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Calhoun Early Apples Rot 
for Want of Paying Market 
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About 140,000 Bushels Going to Waste Be- 
cause It Costs More to Handle Them 
Than Producers Get. 


Nearly 140,000 bushels of early 
apples, chiefly transparents, are 
rotting in the orchards of Cal- 
houn County, Ill., because the grow- 
ers receive from 7 to 15 cents less 
for each basket than it costs them 
to prepare the apples for market. 

In the St. Louis market, where 
about 70 per cent of the county’s 
crop is shipped. commission men 
have been paying from 25 to 50 
cents for a bushel basket, depend- 
ing on the size of the fruit. 

Many retail stores in St. Louis 
priced Illinois transparents at 5 
cents a pound today As a bushel 
of the apples weighs 48 pounds, the 
retail price is $2.40 a bushel. In 
other stores a price of three pounds 
for 10 cents was listed. 

The growers compute their mar- 
keting costs, on the average, at 
47 cents a bushel. They must pay 
9 cents for pickir~, 9 cents for 
packing, 11 cents for the basket, 
2 cents for liner and cap, 10 cents 
for drayage to the market, and 10 
cents commission on the sale. ° 

High Price in 1927. 

In 1927, a price of $3.25 a. bushel 
was frequently paid. Harry Herron 
of Hardin, shipped 528 bushels. of 
mixed varieties to Chicago that 
year, receiving $1372. The same ship- 
ment this year would bring $122. 
Since 1927, the prices have averaged 
from $1.20 to $1.60. In the last

Most of the others are ignoring 
the transparents, and are working 
on later-bearing trees. 

Near-Record Crop Prospect. 

Favorable weather conditions 
during the growing season have 
resulted in an _ excellent crop 
prospect. The present estimate, 
according to John H. Allison, 
county farm adviser, is 1,300,- 
000 or 1,500,000 bushels of all va- 
rieties. Calhoun County, long and 
narrow, lying between the Missis- 
sippi and Illinois Rivers, produces 
one-third of the Illinois crop. The 
12-year average yield for the area 
is about 1,000,000 bushels a year. 

Growers generally attribute the 
poor prices to the fact that mar- 
kets; particularly St. Louis, are 
flooded with transparents. Allison 
explained that Southern Illinois or- 
chards, bearing apples 10 days be- 
fore Calhoun, yielded an unusually 
large crop which was sent to mar- 
ket in all grades.

The suit before Judge Douglas 
today was filed a week ago. Kat- 
telman, who has closed his office 
and has been in seclusion, was not 
served with notice of it until yes- 
terday, when deputy sheriffs found 
him in Cullen’s office. Until then 
they had been unable to find him 
to serve notice. 


Complainants in the action before 
the Court today were Arthur 
Mathes and A. H. Asadorian. 
Mathes said he had deposited $700 
in cash and certain stocks with the 
Kattelman company toward the 
purchase of $2570 in stocks. Asa- 
dorian said he had deposited $1859 
in cash toward the purchase of 
$4625 in stocks. 


Their petition stated that many 
of the customers of the company 
were able and willing to complete 
payment for the stocks they had or- 
dered, and to accept delivery, but 
that they were unable to do so be- 


cause the company had closed its 
office. 

They asked that a receiver be 
named to operate the business to 
protect the interests of the custom- 
ers, and that Kattelman be enjoined 
from disbursing any of the com- 
panv’s funds.

ETHIOPIANS RAID 


Numerous Children Mutilat- 
lated, It Is Said in Attack 


on ‘‘Defenseless”’ Natives 


of Eritrea. 


MUSSOLINI’S PAPER 
HINTS WAR IS SURE 


‘‘Duel Opened With Arms 
Cannot Be Resolved Ex- 
cept by Arms,” His Jour- 


nal Declares. 


By the Associated Press, 

ROME, July 18.—lItaly charged 
Ethiopian tribesmen today with 
“mutilating numerous children” in 
a mass attack on natives of Erit- 
rean Dancaili. 

The details of the alleged raid on 
the Italian colony May 31, chargeu 
in a propaganda ministry commu- | 
nique, were published for the first | 
time in this morning’s Italian news- 
papers. 

The communique emphasized 
what it called the bestiality of the 
raider, 

“Numerous children were muti- 
lated and left bleeding along the 
paths of the tribal invasion,” it. 
said. 

A brother of Chief Mohammed 
Ahau of the Ethiopian Dancali tribe 
of Dammohoita, assisted by an 
Ethiopian chieftain named Negaso, 
were accused of commanding the 
invaders. These leaders were called 
responsible for the infiltratian into 
Eritrean Dancali of large contin- 
gents of the Dammohoita tribe and 
the Alaita tribe of Ethiopian Dan- 
cali. 

Tribes Said to be Defenseless. 

The communique said that at 
dawn May 31 the attacking tribes 
struck out along the Madra plain 
of the Italian colony of Eritrea 
against the “defenseless” tribes of 
Gumartho, Gangoita, Auligura and 
Assa Juad. A small Italian military 
post at Dol was said to have been 
surrounded and attacked, but to 
have driven off the enemy. 

Italian reinforcements were sent 
from Assab, but were unable to| 
reach the scene, the communique 
said, before the raiders killed and 
wounded native herders with their 
women and children, and made off 
with 4000 head of cattle, as well as 
Many slaves. 

The communique said Italian 
troops halted at the Ethiopian bor- 
der in response to commands that 
they should not pursue the raiders 
beyond the frontier. 

Telegram to Eritrean Official. 

Premier Mussolini in a telegram 
today to High Commissioner Gen. 
Debono of Eritrea said: 

“I wish to inform the country the 
works of thet High Commissioner 
have been developed in all fields 
with intense and ceaseless rhythm 
so as to put Eritrea in a position to 
face present and future tasks. 

“All that is necessay fo the life 
of a population 10 times increased 
and of the metropolitan and native 
army—roads, water, foodstuffs, bar- 
racks, communications, hospitals 
and an infinite number of other ne- 
cessities—have been provided for, 
despite the difficulties which, for 
various reasons, principally that of 
great distance, have been immense. 

‘The congestion at the port of 
Massaua, which gave us lively anxi- 
ety, is about to cease. Fascist faith 
and will has bent the opposition. 

"In regard to military services, 
much remains to do, but I believe 
the most difficult period has 
passed.” 

Article in Mussolini’s Paper. 

Premier Mussolini's own newspa- 
per Popolo d'Italia, reviewing the 
Italian-Ethiopian crisis in an ar- 
ticle thought to have been written 
or at least inspired by Mussolini 
himself, asserted: 

“A duel opened with arms can- 
not be resolved except by arms.” 

The article said Ethiopia's mili- 
tary preparations, coupled with con- 
stant border incidents, constituted 
a menace which France or England 
“would confront with cries of ‘scan- 
dal,’ flame and fire if they occurred 
upon their frontiers.” 

Terming the League of Nations 
“a great insurance society for con- 
stituted empires,” 
not need the League because as yet 
it had no empire. 

Without Italy, however, the ar- 
ticle said, the League would have 
difficulty in “saving its face.” The 
comment indicated that League 
members should be cautious about 
offending Italy. 

The responsibility for Italy’s dif- 
ficulties with Ethiopia was laid by 
the newspaper on Ethiopia itself 
and on “foreign adventurers who 
furnished it with arms.” 

Government Comment. 

A Government spokesman said 
Italy watched developments toward 
Ethiopian mobilization and a spe- 
cial session of the. League of Na- 
tions Council, confident of its own 
preparedness and the justification 
of its cause. He said Italy was 
keenly aware of Ethiopian military 
preparations. 

He said Italy was sure Ethiopia | 
did not want peace, citing Ethi- 
opian tactics in the Conciliation 
Commission which broke up when 
representatives of the African em- 
pire sought to take up boundary 
issues. 

Stating Italy’s cause was justifi- 
able, he said nevertheless the na-

Informed circles predicted Italy 
would accept such an invitation, 
but would refuse to yield any of 
its demands and would oppose any 
further League efforts to settle the 
dispute.

NAZI PRESS CALLS 
FOR MORE DRASTIC 


“ANTHEWISH LAWS 


Violent Attacks Are Drop- 
ped by Government Or. 
der but Newspaper Cam- 
paign Goes On.

BERLIN, July 18.—Nazi Jewe 


'baiters dropped their more violent 
|methods by Government order to- 


day but the anti-Semitic campaign 
continued in the press. 

The newspaper Judenkenner, 
which rivals the Stuermer in its 
anti-Semitic views, advocated the 
death penalty for Jews guilty of in- 
timacy with Aryan women. 

The Nazi party’s syndicate serv- 


ice, in an article in the National 
Sozialistische Partei Korrespondenz, 
demanded that Jews be forbidden 
to rent apartments to Aryans, en- 
gage Aryan domestic help or ac- 
cept Aryan clients, under pain of 
death if necessary. 

A postcard depicting an Aryan 
girl standing in a gutter with a 
Jewish pair and surrounded by 
Storm Troopers was shown in a 
conscpicuous place. A _ placard 
around the girl’s neck bore this 
rhyme: 

A swine am I, the town about 

With Jews alone. do I go out. 

Printed in large type below the 
picture was a warning to passers- 
by: “Do you want to be photo 
graphed like that?” 

Reports from the Schoenberg dis- 
trict said large crowds congregated 
before a Jewish-owned shop there, 
but that the disturbance was con- 
fined to shouts as police looked on, 


Press Criticises Reports. 


The controlled press protested 
bitterly against “atrocity” reports 
abroad of the anti-Semitic disor- 
ders, although they did not deny 
that the outbreaks occurred. Col- 
umns were devoted to criticism of 
such reports under such headlines 
as “Unjustified Foreign Atrocity 
Campaign,” “Malicious Reports,” 
and “Exaggerated Descriptions.” 

One newspaper, the Nachtaus- 
gabe, asserted: “No German edit- 
or ever would think of publishing 


any of those foreign blody clashes — 


which occur daily.” 

It cited as examples, “the lynch- 
ing of two Negroes and strikes in 
which 50 persons, seriously injured, 
were treated in hospitals.” 

(Reports of lynchings in the Unit- 
ed States have been delivered to 
the German press by the official 
agency and published, as have been 
reports of disorders elsewhere such 
as those in Belfast, Northern Ire- 
land). 

Musical Leader Ousted. 

Prof. Gustav Havemann has 
been summarily removed by Propa- 
ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels from his post as leader of the 
Reich Musicians’ Guild. 

Prof. Havemann was reported to 
have aroused Goebbels’ displéasure 
when he attempted to intervene on 
behalf of the composer Paul Hin- 
demith, who has been under. the 
suspicions of the Nazis because of 
his Jewish affiliations. 

Havemann, one of the oldest Nazi 
musicians, had taken Hindemith’s 
part with Wilhelm Furtwaengler, 
who resigned last September as 
leader of the Berlin Philharmonic 
Orchestra, in opposing the Nazi boy- 
cott of Hindemith’s works. 

It was reported that Reichfuehr- 
er Hitler virtually agreed with Ha- 
vemann’s contention that Hinde- 
mith should be given a clean bill 
of health, but that Goebbels—un- 
aware of Hitler’s views—dismissed 
Havemann nevertheless. 


AMERICAN EDITOR OF BIBLE 
MAGABINE SEIZED BY NAZIS 


|| Charged With Attempting to Re- 


move Money From Printing 
Plant in Germany. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 18.—M. C. Hare 
beck, the American editor of the 
German edition of the magazine 
“Golden Age,” published in Berne, 
Switzerland, by the International 
Bible Students’ Society, was arrest- 
ed today by Berlin secret police. 

Harbeck was permitted to com- 
municate with the United States 
Consulate General. Harbeck was 
charged with attempting to remove 
money from property under attach- 
ment and of maintaining connec- 
tions with the Watchtower Bible 
Society, an organization barred by 
the Nazi Government. 

It was also alleged that, as edi- 
tor of the Golden Age issue pub- 
lished in Berne, he printed attacks 
on the present German Govern- 
ment. The Bible students society 


‘has long maintained a printing 


plant at Magdeburg. The Nazis 


| closed the plant once but the Unit- 


ed States Consulate intervened and 
the plant was permitted to reopen. 
Recently civil action was brought 
against the plant and it was sealed. 
Authorities allege Harbeck took out 
money which fell under the seal 
provisions.

for the forthcoming production and 
has prepared the book in collab- 
oration with Laurence Schwab, pro- 
ducing director of the Municipal 
Opera. 

In adapting “The Beloved 
Rogue,” which is known on the 
Continent as ‘Venus In Silk,” the 
music of its author, Robert Stolz, 
was left virtually intact although it 
was revised to meet certain situa- 
| tions which arise during the three- 
act production, It contains many 
| lilting airs reminiscent of Stolz’s 
'“Two Hearts in Waltz Time.” 


Only Five Lines of Original. 


Although the basic plot was re- 
tained, it was necessary so to re- 
write the German version that only 
five lines remain of the original 
dialogue. A third act was added to 
the production although its settings 
remain the same. 

O’Keefe, who was yraduated from 
St. Louis University in 1917 and 
then taught mathematics there and 
coached hig. »chool athletics, wrote 
the lyrics before coming to St. Louis 
at the opening of the season. Ever 
since then he has been working on 
the book and now is witnessing his 
work take tangible form at re- 
hearsals. 

When it was decided to incor- 
porate a third act, O’Keefe and 
Schwab retired two weeks ago to 
a cottage at Bagnell Dam and wrote 
the entire act in two and one-half 
days—of course, they had an out- 
line in mind before beginning it. 


How He Composes. 


In composing the lyrics, O’Keefe 
first plays through the’ tune and 
notices where the rhythms should 
fall. Then he composes the words 
accordingly. Both lyrics and dia- 
logue are timed to insure a smooth- 
ly running performance, he said, 
and are based on “comedies of sit- 
uation, rather than gags.” 


O’Keefe, who said the work of 
adapting “The Beloved Rogue” was 
“the biggest job I ever did,” ob- 
tained an eight weeks’ leave of 
absence as a production director 
for the National Broadcasting Co. 
to come here.

NEW ORLEANS, July 18.—Con- 
stitutionality of the act of Congress 
creating the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority was upheld by the United. 
States Court of Appeals of the Fifth 
Circuit in a decision reversing Unit- 
ed States District Judge W. I. 
Grubb of Birmingham. 

Judge Grubb, in issuing an in- 
junction to prevent 17 North Ala- 
bama municipalities in seven coun- 

es from using Federal funds to 
acquire electric power systems to 
use current purchased from _ the 
TVA—in effect, forbidding the sale 
of TVA power—ruled that Congress 
had gone beyond its constitutional 
power in authorizing the sale of 
TVA power in competition with 
private enterprise. 

“Within Province of Congress.” 

The Court of Appeals, finding 

t the TVA was started primarily 
to supply power for manufacture of 
munitions in. war time, declares it 
to be within the “province of Con- 
gress to adopt any reasonable 
means” to dispose of surplus power

“Of course, it is true,” the Court 
goes on, “that the Government of 
the United States cannot engage 
at will in private business, but it 


by no means follows that it cannot 
sell property which it owns, even 
though in doing so it may enter 
into competition with other public 
or private owners of property.” 
Remarking that Judge Grubb’s 
decision was grounded on conclu-

After noting that Wilson Dam is 
capable of producing much more 
power than is needed for govern- 
mental purposes in time of peace, 
the Court of Appeals continues: 

“Congress, in the cxercise of its 
power, under Article IV of the Con- 
stitution, to dispose of property be- 
longing to the United States, may 
dispose of water power created at 
Wilson Dam as freely as it may of 
any other Government property. 

“It never heretofore has been 
held that the right of disposal ex- 
ists only as to such part as it ac- 
cidentally produced in excess of 
the amount strictly necessary for 
purposes of national defense or of 
navigation; but always that right 
has been supposed to extend to all 
the excess or surplus... |

WASHINGTON, July 18. — The 
propriety of forbidding all damage 
suits against the Government based 
on devaluation of the dollar was 
heatedly argued by Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, and Attorney- 
General Cummings yesterday. 
Cummings, testifying on the 
measure before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee, characterized as 
“impertinent” charges that the 
move was “immoral.” Glass and 


Senator McAdoo (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, both former Secretaries of the 
Treasury, each had characterized 
the administration’s proposal as 
repudiation. 

The exchange ended in an arg- 
ument over the meaning of the Su- 
preme Court’s gold decision, in 
which Glass contended the Court 
upheld his view. Cummings dis- 
sented. 

“We don’t read 
Court. decision the 
Glass remarked hotly. 

“No, and we never will,” Cum- 
mings retorted. 

Morgenthau Also Testifies. 

Earlier Glass and McAdoo had 
argued almost as bitterly with Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
about the effect of the move on 
Government credit. They insisted 
it would destroy confidence in fu- 
ture security issues. 

Morgenthau insisted, however, 
that the legislation to block dam- 
age suits would help, rather than

HOW TQ COLLECT NEW 
SALES TAX IN DOUBT 


| Treasury Officials Rule Tokens 


Are Illegal—Amendment to 
Law May Be Needed. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 18.— 
The ultimatum of United States 
Treasury officials that tokens as a 
means of collecting the new 1 per 
cent sales tax “are out” is worry- 
ing Missouri officials. State Audi- 
tor Forrest Smith, who will admin- 
ister the act, is in Washington, 
hopeful of working out “something 
definite.” 

In enacting the law the Legis- 
lature failed to specify the manner 
in which the tax should be collect- 
ed, leaving to the State’ Auditor 
the problem of devising a means to 
collect a 1 per cent tax on amounts 
less than a dollar. 

Should no acceptable system be 
advanced for collecting the tax on 
fraction of a dollar purchases—and 
Treasury officials have ruled that 
the issuance of tokens would be 
coinage of money and a constitu- 
tional violation—then Missouri's 
revenue would be greatly reduced 
Aug. 27 when the 1 per cent law 
goes into effect. A solution to the 
problem might lie in one of the fol- 
lowing possibilities: 

1. That the Federal Government 
might coin mills to aid in the col- 
lecting of the levy. 

2. That a compromise might be 
reached with Federal officials 
whereby some type of token, coupon 
or stamp might be used and not be 
considered as conflicting with the 
coinage regulations. 

3. That a special session of the 
State Legislature be called to en- 
act a workable sales tax law. 

In the event that no solution is 
advanced within the next six weeks, 
the chances that a special session 
will be called will be more of a 
reality than a possibility. Under 
the 1 per cent sales tax law, the 
present % of 1 per cent act is re- 
pealed, and hence sales tax revenue 
would be cut off if the 1 per cent 
levy cannot be collected. 

Upwards of $1,000,000 a month 
was expected to be collected under 
the 1 per cent sales tax law. The 
revenue was to be used for the 
State’s share of unemployment re- 
lief, old age pensions, public 
schools. and for shifting two-thirds 
the cost of caring for the insane 
poor from the counties to the 
State. 

While Smith expects to remain in 
Washington this week, Hubert 
Bates, the sales tax supervisor, said 
the department would “mark time” 
pending the Auditor’s return. 

Gov. Park, Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick and other officials made 
no comment yesterday on the sit- 
uation. ; 

There was plenty of comment, 
discussion and speculation, how- 
ever, from Missouri’s buying pub- 
lic and, Smith said, unless some 
method is found for paying the tax 
on fraction of a dollar sales, he be- 
lieved that the law would be held 
unconstitutional. Other states with 
sales tax laws are facing similar 
difficulties.

Issuance of 1-Mill Pieces by Fed-| 
eral Government Considered. | 
By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Treas-| 
ury and Justice Department offi-| 
cials today promised Forrest Smith, | 
State Auditor of Missouri, an early 
decision on how Missouri’s 1 per 
cent sales tax could be paid on 
fraction of dollar purchases. 

“Since 33 states now have sales 
tax laws,’ Smith said, “the most 
feasible solution seems to be the 
issuance of 1-mill pieces by the Fed- 
eral Government. I wouldn't be 
surprised if that fs not recommend- 
ed.” 

Missouri’s 1 per cent sales tax 
law, with a mandatory provision 
that the tax be passed on to the 
consumer, goes into effect late in 
August. Unless some method is 
found for paying the tax on small 
purchases without penalizing the 
consumer, Smith said he believed 
the act would be held unconstitu- 
tional, thus necessitating a special 
session of the Legislature.

BRITON SAYS GUN SHELLS 
MADE IN U. S. WERE FAULTY 


More Dangerous to Men Using 
Them Than to Enemy, Lord 
Marley Declares. 

By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 18.—Lord Marley, 
the chief opposition whip in the 


House of Lords and former British 
artillery officer, told the Royal Com- 
mission inquiring into the private 
manufacture and trade in arms to- 
day that some of the ammunition 
manufactured in the United States 
during the World War was more 
dangerous to the men using it than 
to the enemy. 

Lord Marley won the Distin- 
guished Service Cross in the front 
lines in France where he served 
more than two years with French 
mortars and anti-aircraft artillery. 
He was wounded in action. The 


Royal Commission called him if as 
a witness. 

“As a soldier,” said Marley, “I 
suffered from an inadequate sup- 
‘ply of ammunition in the early 
stages of the war. 

“I remember we had to use Amer- 
ican artillery and ammunition con- 
siderably. My unit was always 
careful to be as far away as pos- 
sible from our artillery because, 
unfortunately, the shells had a 
habit of bursting at the muzzle in- 
stead of over the enemy, to the 
suffering of our own troops rather 
than the enemy.”

CHOLERA SWEEPING CHINESE 
AREA AS RESULT OF FLOOD 


Disease Taking More Lives Than 
Waters Themselves, Missionaries 
From North Report.

HANKOW, China, July 18. — The 


flood in Northern China was de- 
scribed by missionaries arriving 
here yesterday as one of the. most 
destructive on record. 

The sufferings of refugees from 
hunger, disease and exposure are 
beyond description, they said. Chol- 
era is causing even more deaths 
than the flood itself, according to 
the missionaries. 

Tsinanfu authorities estimated

In reaching the Clark amend- 
ment vote, the House also agreed 
to elimination of the so-called Rus- 
sell amendment which would have 
let the Federal Government con- 
tribute $15 a month to those more 
than 65 in states which could not 
match the Federal contribution be- 
fore July 1, 1937. Under substitute 
language accepted, the states may 
be excused from matching the Fed- 
eral contribution, but an equal 
amount must be furnished by city 
or county.

THE LAST TELEGRAM BARRAGE? 


“Government by telegram” is an innovation of this 
high-pressure, rapid-communication — era. Father 
Coughlin used it with notable success in the World 
Court and Patman bonus bill fights, for his radio lis- 
teners heeded his pleas and deluged their Senators 
with about 100,000 messages on each occasion. The 
Post-Dispatch criticised these tactics at the time as a 
dangerous form of pressure politics, whereby vocif- 
erous minorities intimidated Congress with a de- 
ceptive show of strength. 
if the World Court and Patman bill barrages de- 
served condemnation, then what is to be said about 
the facts as to the telegraphed protests against the 
utility holding company bill, as brought out at the 
current lobby inquiry? The genuineness of the 
Coughlin-inspired messages was never questioned, 
but there is evidence to show that at least several 
hundred telegrams on the utility bill were signed 
with names drawn at random from the telephone 
directory by a utility company employe. 

Such was the testimony of the manager and a 
clerk of the Western Union office at Warren, Pa. 
Representative Driscoll of Pennsylvania testified that 
he had received 844 telegrams from Warren and 
Meadville, Pa. signed with the names of persons 
who later denied having sent them. . The originals 
of the messages were burned, the telegraph com- 
pany manager said. 

The flood of messages to Congress was represent- 
ed by utilities spokesmen as the spontaneous and 
indignant reaction of investors against an alleged 
attempt to ruin the value of their property. What 
happened at Warren, Pa., not to mention other in- 
formation about how protests were produced else- 
where, shows that many of them were far from spon- 
taneous. Propaganda excesses of the utilities in the 
past have defeated their own ends. Their organiza- 
tions have pledged reforms time and again, but new 
instances of underhanded attempts to influence pub- 
lic opinion constantly come to light. 

“We hope the telegram demonstrations continue,” 
the Post-Dispatch said last May 10. “The more they 
occur, the more Congress will realize that, with the 
right of petition as a cloak, greedy groups are trying 
to take it for an unmerciful ride.” The present dis- 
closures should supply the finishing touch. 

Only “a small number of companies” may have 
committed acts of this sort, as Philip H. Gadsden, 
chairman of the Committee of Public Utility Execu- 
tives, says. But Congressmen in future, on receiv- 
ing a flood of telegrams, will perforce be in doubt 
as to whether they are spontaneous messages, the 
product of mass-production methods or downright 
frauds. The value of this pressure method must, as 
a result, be virtually destroyed. 

It would be fortunate if the latest barrage proved 
to be the telegram demonstration that ended tele- 
gram demonstrations.

WELL-INTENTIONED BUT ILL-ADVISED. 

Six months ago, it was the consensus of the best- 
informed opinion that an inquiry by Congress into 
the status of religious rights in Mexico would be 
a mistake, calculated to disturb the friendly rela- 
tions between the sister republics which lie on either 
side of the Rio Grande. Nothing has occurred since 
to lessen the validity of this view. The petition 
signed by 250 Representatives and Senators and pre- 
sented at the White House by an unofficial con- 
gressional committee of 25 members, which again 
urges such an investigation, doubtless is well-inten- 
tioned. It fails to take account of a fundamental 
principle of international relations. We may deplore 
reports of interference with religious freedom, gov- 
ernmental or otherwise, in Mexico, just as we de- 
plore political and racial repressions in Italy and 
Germany. But it should be unnecessary to point 
out that since Americans want to be free to work 
out their internal problems without direction from 
the outside, we must leave it to the people of other 
countries to work out theirs. 
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If Congress does not adjourn pretty soon, the lobby 
will miss its summer vacation. 
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RELIEF FOR ETHIOPIAN FEET. 

The Italian Army, it was reported two weeks ago, 
had perfected a chemical which was to be sprinkled 
on the ground in the Ethiopian war, to burn the 
feet of the barefooted foe. So powerful was the 
substance, it was said, that it would even burn 
through shoe leather. 

Italy now denies that it intends to use such tactics. 
It would be cruelly ironic, of course, to employ this 
barbaric method in a war which the modern Scipio 
Africanus loudly proclaims is to carry the blessings 
of civilization to an uncivilized people. But strategy 
rather than humanitarianism probably brought the 
decision. Some military genius at Rome doubtless 
discovered that, unless the Italians intend to be in 
constant retreat, this chemical would do more dam- 
age to Fascist shoes and feet than to Ethiopian soles. 

Nevertheless, American friends of the Ethiopians 
are much concerned over the alleged foot-burning 
strategy. In Harlem and elsewhere, contributi6ns 
are being sought to equip each Ethiopian soldier with 
a good, heavy pair of acid-proof shoes. Much as this 
friendly impulse is to be admired, we fear it is a mis- 
guided one. Imagine a warrior, who has never worn 
shoes in his life, marching into battle while breaking 
in a new pair of army shoes. Haile Selassie’s men, 
so tortured, would be likely to shuck off the gift 
footgear and let the good old acid do its worst. The 
toughened Ethiopic sole, without artificial aid, should 
be efficient in either advance or retreat. 
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With dismissal notices the order of the day, City 
Hall employes are probably working with their hats 
and coats on. 
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POLITICS AND. VEGETABLE COMPOUNDS. 

The Republicans are in a fair way to be torn be- 
tween a half-dozen possible candidates to run 
against Mr. Roosevelt next year. 

We suggest to them, in this dilemma, that they 
consider the possibilities of the vegetable compound 
and run all their candidates as an asparagus ticket. 
They are already among the grass roots. The aspar- 
agus ticket would extend their vegetable experi- 
ments. “A harem of dusky beauties, 50 bound with 
a string,” sang the poet Kipling. “A bevy of candi- 
dates, six bound in a bunch,” might well be the hope- 
ful ditty of the G. O. P. ° : 

The device would have its obvious advantages. 
First, it would pool the strength of all the candi- 
dates. It would get out all the votes Mr. Hoover 
would get, all those Mr. Mills would get, etc. Sec- 
ond, in the event of defeat, it would save the party 
from the torment of suspecting that it might have 
done better with somebody else. It would be spared 


the pain of suspecting that it would have done better 
with Mr. Hoover, say, than it did with Mr. Vanden- 
berg. 

The Whigs finally went down and out because they 
could not find a leader who enjoyed the support of 
all the Whigs. The asparagus, or group, idea is, in 
our judgment, the only way out for any party in 


such a dilemma. 
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WHAT ALTON LAKE WILL MEAN. 


The river has not yet been dammed at Alton but, 
thanks to the heavy rains of last spring, the thou- 
sands of men, women and children who have spent 
recent holidays and week-ends along the Mississippi 
from Alton to Cap au Gris and on the Illinois below 
Kampesville have been privileged to view an advance 
showing of the great lake as it is to be. As now 
shown, the lake will extend for some 30 miles up- 
atream from Alton, spreading out as wide as two 
miles and covering over some 11,000 acres, mostly in 
St. Charles County, in the vicinity of West Alton. 
It is impossible to look on this development with- 
out having the imagination kindled to its possibilities 
as a center for healthful recreation for this entire 
area, With the water standing high, the usual 
beaches are covered, but sand can readily be pumped 
from the river to make literally hundreds of rendez- 
vous for swimmers and stin bathers. The cruising 
waters of the steadily growing numbers who pilot 
motorboats, cabin cruisers and yachts will be notably 
extended. For those venturous water lovers who 
are even now so bold as to steer sail craft or paddle 
canoes, the widening will be a real boon. As the 
lake encourages sail boating, it will develop that 
aquatic sport which many persons place above all 
Others in enjoyment and thrill. 

But it is not only from the standpoint of recrea- 
tion that it is important for Missouri and Illinois to 
agree on a carefully planned program of development 
of the region about the lake. The area’s natural 
beauty also requires some plan such as that which 
the St. Louis Regional Planning Association has pre- 
sented to the National Park Service. Above the 
quaint little hamlet of Elsah and up and down the 
river from it on the Illinois side tower the white 
bluffs from whose highest point the late Frederick 
Oakes Sylvester feelingly painted the “mighty 
stream” in its every mood. Only the Palisades along 
the lordly Hudson are comparable. Upstream from the 
quiet town of Grafton—which may very well prosper 
as a recreational center in time to come—the several 
eminences of Pere Marquette State Park, handsomely 
developed by Illinois and the CCC, overlook the 
rivers and the rich valley beyond. Hiking trails, 
bridle paths and good roads should follow the water's 
edge. Manifestly, these shores will be no place for 
structures that are unsightly. 

Persons who are interested in historical back- 
ground and geography find in the lake territory a 
region richly endowed. As the Hudson has its 
Storm King, Spuyten Duyvil, Sleepy Hollow, Kinder- 
hook and Klaversack, so the Alton Lake region has, 
besides those already mentioned, such fascinating 
place names as Portage des Sioux, Deer Plain, Lock 
Haven, Golden Eagle, Piasa, Eagle Nest Island and 
Coon Creek. 

Now is the time to arrange for the development 
of a playground which measures up to its fine pos- 
sibilities. The plan which Harland Bartholomew and 
R. H. Riley have had the vision to formulate appears 
not a bit too soon. 
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NOTE ON CRIMINAL PROCEDURE. 

The young married woman who assisted in the 
Weyerhaeuser kidnaping has been convicted by a 
jury and sentenced by a Federal Judge to serve 20 
years in a woman’s farm prison. Justice would have 
proved herself indeed blind if the youth and sex of 
the defendant had brought about her acquittal. 

As in the local Kelley kidnaping trials, the result 
is doubly gratifying because of the tactics used by 
the defense. We showed in our comment on those 
trials how defense attorneys, in addressing the jur- 
ors, had made charges and insinuations for which 
there was no shadow of support in the evidence. We 
condemned that procedure and the antiquated rules 
which made it possible. 

Certain of the remarks by the chief attorney for 
Margaret Waley, though not so shocking to one’s 
sense of justice as the attacks on the prosecuting wit- 
ness in the Kelley case, are likewise deserving of cen- 
sure. Unfortunately, they are typical of the methods 
permitted in American courtrooms. Said Attorney 
Dore, on behalf of Margaret Waley: “People who 
judge a girl like this with an empty stomach ought 
to have empty stomachs themselves.” In other words, 
kidnaping is excusable if you happen to be hungry. 

Our criminal procedure will continue to invite 
scorn so long as attorneys are allowed to abuse their 
prerogatives with “arguments” of that character, 
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ILLINOIS JOINS THE OLD-AGE PENSION STATES. 

With Gov. Horner’s signature on acts of the re- 
cently adjourned Illinois Legislature setting up an 
old-age pension system and appropriating $5,000,000 
toward its operation, Illinois joins the rapidly grow- 
ing list of states which are providing in some meas- 
ure or other for security in age. More than half 
the states in the Union now have old-age pension 
statutes of some sort, most of them mandatory. At 
the next meeting of the legislatures, still other states 
will be added to the list, while present laws will 
doubtless be strengthened in many instances. Gov. 
Horner, for example, said in approving the Illinois 
system that he would ask for strengthening amend- 
ments when thé legislators assemble again. 

The most striking thing about the old-age pension 
movement in this country is the way in which it 
has gone forward after its slow start. Denmark set 
up a governmental old-age pension system in 1891; 
prior to that, the groundwork had been laid in Ger- 
many and for selected groups in France, Belgium 
and Austria. By the outbreak of the World War, 
such systems were common in foreign countries, 
from Finland to New Zealand. Yet in the United 
States the movement made little or no real progress 
until 1928—the year in which the American Asso- 
ciation for Old Age Security got into operation. The 
depression gave it impetus and, during the worst 
period—within the years 1929 to 1932—no fewer than 
1l states placed systems in operation, among them 
the important states of New York, New Jersey, Mas- 
sachusetts and California. 

In a time when proponents of national laws pro- 
viding for social insurance and regulating hours and 
wages are complaining that the states have not 
shouldered the burden which is theirs, it is hearten- 
ing to find the movement to give security to those in 
the evening of life making really notable progress 


among the states. 
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The Auto Horn Nuisance 


Accidents and damage to health are among charges against excessive use of auto 
horns; authorities in many countries seek to curb nuisance; Italian cities forbid 
honking save in emergency; Paris and England bar it at night; advocates of 
ban claim greater safety will result when drivers are forced to rely more on brakes.

HE automobile horn has come to be 
T recognized as an international nuisance 

and, in its disturbance of sleep and agi- 
tation of nerves, often a definite menace 
to health. In the opinion of many, it is 
also frequently a contributing cause of ac- 
cidents instead of the aid to safety it is 
supposed to be. The argument is that too 
many drivers depend upon loud blasts rather 
than brakes to prevent collisions with ve- 
hicles and pedestrians. E 

In virtually every country in the world 
in which automobiles are used extensively, 
measures have been takén to restrict the 
use of horns. In some places, this restric- 
tion has gone to the limit of absolute pro- 
hibition of the noise they make, except in 
cases of emergency. 

This is true in many cities in Italy. Some 
months ago, the use of horns was forbidden 
in Rome.- Since then, it is reported, most 
Italian cities have availed themselves of a 
law giving every municipality the right to 
prohibit the blowing of horns in inhabited 
areas. Beneficial results have been achieved 
by this outlawing of horns, according to 
Arnaldo Cortesi, correspondent of the New 
York Times in Rome. 

“The experience of the various Italian 
cities,’ he reports, “has proved conclusively 
that it is possible for traffic, even very 
heavy traffic, to move without the use of 
any warning signals whatever. The speeds 
of vehicles are reduced, of course, but not 
greatly, and recent statistics seem to show 
that the number of accidents of all Sorts 
has decreased since the no-horn regulations 
came into effect.” 

* * 

Sweden has also gone far toward silencing 
the horn, It is reported from Stockholm 
that the national Riksdag has passed a 
measure decreeing that horns shall not be 
blown anywhere in the country except When 
a driver wishes to signal another driver of 
his intention to pass. The driver receiving 
such a signal must respond by extending 
his arm or flashing a light. The law ex- 
pressly forbids the blowing of horns at street 
and highway intersections. 

One of the latest recruits to the moye- 
ment for the limitation of horn blowing 
is Great Britain. In August of last year, it 
was ruled that no horns should be sounded 
between 11:30 p. m. and 7 a. m. within a 
five-mile radius of Charing Cross. Results 
were so satisfactory that, within a fortnight, 
the rule was applied to all built-up areas in 
Great Britain. 

Whether this has resulted in fewer acci- 
dents has not been officially determined, 
but no evidence that it has caused an in- 
créase in accidents has come to light, and 
there is much support for the presumption 
that the greater care imposed on drivers 
by depriving them of the use of their horns 
as signals has reduced traffic casualties. In 
the opinion of Leslie Hore-Belisha, British 
Minister of Transport, “there is overwhelm- 
ing evidence that the establishment of silent 
zones has contributed greatly to the general 
comfort without constituting a source of 
danger.” 

Paris has been quiet at night since Jean 
Chiappe, Prefect of Police, forbade the blow- 
ing of horns between 10 p. m, and 7 a. m. 
séven years ago, but it remains one of the 
noisiest cities in the world during the day. 


Agitation for the suppression of horns dur- 
ing the day as well as at night has been 
revived, however, with some prospect of 
success, according to P. J. Philip, corre- 
spondent of the New York Times in Paris. 

“The ego of the French taxi driver, as 
well as of the young man >about town, is 
far too powerfully developed to permit slow- 
ing down at intersections,” he says. “In the 
daytime, such drivers blow their horns and 
at night they switch on their lights as sig- 
nals, but they never stop. If they weren’t 
permitted to hoot in the daytime, they might 
get into the habit of slowing down. Klaxons 
are forbidden, but if there is a traffic jam 
on the Champs Elysees or any of the boule- 
vards, the air for miles around is instantly 
torn with pipes, squeaks and squawks. 

“Throughout the country, the blowing of 
horns is carried to a majestic pitch, and 
villagers along: the main roads are usually 
reduced to @ state of nervous prostration 
after a two-day public holiday.” 

Horns have become unpopular in Austria, 
too, and word from Vienna is to the effect 
that honking will probably be forbidden 
there within the next few months, At pres- 
ent, the chief restriction is that all horns, 
except those on postal, police and hospital 
vehicles, must have only one tone, of pleas- 
ant sound, 

+ * oa 

The search for relief from raucity by tem- 
pering the sound of horns has been especial. 
ly successful in Belgium, according to re- 
port. All cars are required to have the 
same kind of horn which, it is said, mini- 
mizes the shock of traffic noise for horses 
as well as human beings. 


Germany presents a picture considered 


typically German—little activity in regula- 
tion yet relative quiet. The Reich has a 
uniform traffic code which merely provides 
that horns must not be too loud and must 
have only one tone. Excessive use can be 
punished only by application of the law 
against “creating unnecessary noise or dis- 
turbance.” 

In New York City, so far, little has been 
accomplished in the direction of silencing 
horns, but members of the legislative and 
police departments of the municipal gov- 
ernment are interested, and private organi- 
zations have renewed propaganda for peace 
in the streets. Without proposing any defi- 
nite degree of limitation, the League for 
Less Noise has begun a campaign to arouse 
public support for restriction of the use of 
horns, and the First Avenue Association has 
joined the movement. 

One definite proposal has been made. It 
is that the blowing of horns be entirely for- 
bidden in Manhattan. It is felt by some 
that experience abroad justifies this experi- 
ment. It is argued that drivers would ex- 
ercise much greater caution than they do 
now if they were not permitted to blast 
paths for themeéelves through pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic. And if the expériment 
proved a success in Manhattan, it could be 
extended to the other boroughs.

NEW YORK, July 18.—Trust 
funds to be set up under the will of 
Mrs. Virginia Fair Vanderbilt in- 
dicate she left an estate of several 
millon dollars though the value 


was stated merely as “more than 
$20,000.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt died last July 7. 
Her will was filed for probate yes- 
terday at Mineola. It names her 
former husband, William K. Van- 
derbilt, co-executor with a bank and 
refers to him as “the father of my 
three children.” 

The will is dated June 5, 1930. 
Among its provisions is an annual 
income of $50,000 for her son, Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt Jr., who was 
killed in an automobile accident 
last fall. 

Two daughters are the chief bene- 
ficiaries. Muriel Vanderbilt Phelps 
of Middletown, R. I., is left a trust 
fund worth $150,000 annually, and 
Consuelo Vanderbilt Smith is be- 
queathed a trust fund worth $75, 
000 annually. Mrs. Phelps also is 
given jewelry, table silver and au- 
tomobiles. Mrs. Smith will receive 
jewelry, a Long Island country 
estate and the Manhattan town 
home in which her mother died.

Good farms in the corn belt, Hus- 
ton said, now séll for $125 to $175 
an acre, $25 to $50 an acre more 
than they brought three years ago. 
Medium grade farms, selling for 
from $30 to $60 an acre, bring about 
$10 an acre more than they did 
several years ago, he said.

PEASANT ARMY OF 900,000 
TO BE ORGANIZED IN MEXICO 


President Cardenas Proposes Ke- 
serve Force to Maintain Peace 
in Rural Areas. 

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, July 18. 
—President Lazaro Cardenas in- 
formed an agrarian assembly yes- 
terday that a “peasant army re- 
serve” with a potential strength of 
900,000 men would be organized im- 
mediately to “maintain peace” in 
rural districts.
